B19'S SECOND HOP 
IS CALLED SUCCESS 


(r.y Associated Preae) 
RIVERSIDE. 
Calif., 
July 
3 — 
I Highly pleased with a second test 
I flight in the giant B-19 bomber, 
I Maj. Stanley M. Umstead said to- 
j day he is confident the new 41-ton 
flying laboratory could take off 
I and land at almost any airport in 
I the country. 
Umstead, chief army test pilot, 
wheeled the huge $3,500,000 craft 
: through southern California skies 
1 for 90 minutes yesterday at alti- 
i tildes ranging up to 10,000 feet, A 
I thousand spectators watched the 
I takeoff from nearby March field. 
Afterward, Umstead described the 
bomber’s flight as "a perfect per- 
iormance.” It took off after only a 
17-second run and, upon landing, 
stopped within 1.500 feet. 
During the ship's second hop, 
I Umstead carried out tests he did 
; not attempt when he flew it to 
j March field from its factory field 
; at Santa Monica, 75 miles away, 
last Friday. 
Several times he ful'y extended 
and then retracted into the belly 
j of the plane the heavy eight-foot 
wheels and the remainder of its 
; massive landing gear. He said they 
i worked fine. 
Umstead also was pleased with 
new adjustments to the controls. 
Mechanics had removed some of 
the super-sensitiveness of the plane 
which, on its maiden flight, caused 
toe pilot to over-control. This pro­ 
duced a slight wobbling at intervals 
in the wings. 
H ie bomber is scheduled to re­ 
main here for additional tests for 
about 60 days. The next tentatively 
is set for Tuesday. Later, it is to be 
flown to Wright field. Dayton, O.. 
where it formally is to be taken 
over by the army if all tests are 
satisfactory.
